At the conference with the Governor, Mr. Iaukea said that the 
Ilawaiians wanted 
County 
Government, 
not because they thoucrht 
it was the best, but because they regarded 
it as a leward, or a gift 
which had been given them for the loss of their independence. 
The 
meaning 
of t.his is, that the propertvless 
non-taxpayi- 
majority 
under our piesent franchise, propose under the form of county 
gov- 
ernment 
to assume control, and to use it for their own benefit 
a& 
some sort of compensation 
for the loss of their privileges under the 
monarchy, 
at the cNpensc 
of the property owners 
and taxpayers 
Was this what Congress 
intended 
to saddle upon the Americans 
in Hawaii? 
f 
John 
F. Colburn, 
on the other hand, who was the 
last 
Minister 
of the Interior, 
boldly announced 
that he did not 
want county government, 
and that it was against the property 
in- 
terests of Hawaii. 
He represents 
the interests of the great 
Kapio-la- 
m 
liKtate and of the two princes, David and Ktihio. 


. The present county law places the control of out taxes and 
ex- 
penditures 
almost absolutely 
in the hands of those who can tax and 
squander 
ad libitum 
without the 
slightest injury 
to their 
own 
pockets. 
This lays 
a most dangerous 
foundation 
upon which to 
base good government. 
It places power 
in the hands of the 
irre- 
sponsible, which, in the long run can only produce mischief. 
If we must have a county government, 
a vast improvement 
up- 
on the present law would be a Board of Supervisors 
appointed by 
the Governor, with elected executive officers. 
This would be in ac- 
cordance with the organic act, which provides that all public Boards 
shall be appointed by the Governor. 
It will also retain under 
con- 
servative 
control 
a most important part of the business of govern- 
ment, until the voters demonstrate their ability to conduct the entire 
government. 
It will be in the line of developing 
popular 
govern- 
ment along educative lines instead of thrusting it upon a people un- 
prepared 
therefor, 
who will only work injury to the true cause of 
democratic 
government 
if the forcing method 
is persisted 
in. 
If 
time can 
be given 
to redraft the 
county act 
along conservative 
lines, eliminating 
unconstitutional 
features 
and simplifying 
it, the 
next legislature 
can enact 
a county law which will not be a two 
edged sword, cutting every one within reach..

to be done protests

The argument that the 
leg- 
islature did not fall to pass the neces- 
sary appropriation bills 
In their extrt 
session has no foundation In fact. 
By 
omitting the departments they did, this 
appropriation acts nre worthless for the 
complete carrying on of the Territorial 
Government, and a Government, 
which 
Is not complete 
In all Its necessary de- 
partments, 
Is not a government at all. 
The failure, therefore, to provide 
for 
the Police 
and Judiciary, 
is as much 
a failure 
to provide 
for the 
Go 
em- 
inent, as though the failure had 
ex- 
tended 
to all the departments 
of the 
Government. 
It Is beyond' the power 
of the legislature 
to piss appropria- 
tion 
bills 
wiping out departments 
of 
Government when 
the laws, requiring 
these departments, 
in order that there 
shall be a legal and 
alid government 
within the Territory, are still In force. 
These observations apply to all 
de- 
partments 
whose 
appropriations 
are 
not contained In the eighteen months' 
bill, but which, by the laws of the Ter- 
ritory, are necessarv to the carrying on 
of the government thereof. 
If It were 
held that theGoernor must calf the 
legislature 
in extra 
session 
and 
con- - 
tlnue so doing until they should 
pass 
appropriations 
coerlng 
these various 
departments, 
then the precedent would 
be established that wheneer a legis- 
lature, for purposes of Its own, wished 
to force the Governor into granting

a perpetual session,

the

department, 
without

It may be argued that

vided foi by previous legislatures. 
With cei tain exceptions, 
not now nec- 
essarv to be referred to, this claim can 
be admitted, 
w ith this proviso, that the 
legislature can withhold nn appropria- 
tion for a salary or an object, 
w hlch Is 
not specifically 
provided 
for by exist- 
ing laws. 
That 
is Its 
privilege 
and 
within 
its powei. 
For example: the 
legislature 
failed 
to make an 
appro- -

ent of Public Works during the last six 
months of 
1903 
Tlieie was no sepa- 
rate law creating this 
office, 
and the 
legislature, thertfoie, 
acted within its 
powers in falling to appropriate a sa- 
lary 
therefoi. 
Had such 
ofllce 
been 
created 
by 
statute, 
the 
legislature 
would not have been justified In falling 
to appiopiHte 
a salaiy theiefor until it 
had first lepealed the statute 
ct eating 
the 
olTlee. 
Applying this illustration to the ques- 
tion at issue 
specific laws existing nt 
the time w hen the legislature acted in 
said special 
session, 
piovldcd 
for ce- 
itain police, judiciary and other officers, 
and the conduct 
of their duties. 
These 
laws wore not repealed by the legisla- 
ture, and nre still 
in foice. 
They are 
necessaiy 
and essential paits of the 
Government, and the legislature 
has 
failed to make appropriations therefor. 
This the legislature 
did not have the 
Jegal right to do, and therefore the pro- 
vision in Section 54, calling the previous 
appropriation bill into action, is In full 
force and effect. 
The only question remaining Is, what 
Is the last appropriation 
bill 
under 
which the Treasurer may, with the ad- 
vice of the Governor, 
make payments? 
It seems to me very clear under the de- 
cision In Bo nobert 
Boyd, supra, that 
the 
six months' bills are the 
last complete 
appropriation bills under 
which 
warrants 
should 
be 
drawn. 
These 
bills, 
the Supremo 
Court held, 
are complete appropriation bills for the 
period they cover. 
They 
cover every 
portion of the Territorial 
Government 
necessary 
to be provided 
for.

are the latest expression of the will of 
the people, as voiced by the legislature, 
as to the needs of the various depart- 
ments, and under such 
bills 
for the 
last six months, the Government has 
been carried on successfully. 
To go 
back to the bills of 1901, when we have

"I very much doubt if Congress 
can 
delegate to the legislature 
ot Hawaii 
the power 
to amend the County Act," 
said A. G. 
M. Itobertson last evening. 
"While I have not given 
the question 
very much study, It is my opinion, 
oft 
hand, that Congress 
cannot enact the 
county law and permit tho lcglslatuie 
to amend It. 
And if thnt is the case 
I am upposed to going to Congress 
for 
relief and would advocate action by tho 
local legislature. 
"It has been held by the courts that 
Congress 
cannot delegate to executive 
otllcers, 
legislative functions; 
by the 
same reasoning I do not believe 
it can 
delegate, the power to our local 
legls-lutui- 
e, 
to amend the county net, once 
It has been passed by Congress. 
The 
passage 
of the bill now 
beforeCon-gres- 
B 
is not a ratification of tho county 
net, as General 
Hartwcll said at the 
meeting the other morning, 
but It 
Is 
the enactment of a now law. 
It will 
then become a Congressional 
net and 
in my opinion ennnot be amended 
ex- 
cept by net of Congress. 
"I believe the legislature enn pass a 
county 
nut within the limitations 
of 
the Organic Act. 
It will tnke time, 
though. 
The present act can be much 
Improved 
upon. 
The report had to be 
made In a hurry and before 
time was 
given 
to 'catcfully 
consider the 
pro- 
posed bill. 
"If as leported Congress 
Intends to 
modify or amend the county net, nnd 
It seems ns If this Is likely to be done, 
It conflims me more than ever in the 
opinion, 
thnt tho local legislature 
can- 
not afterwards 
make changes 
In 
it. 
The Oignnlo 
Act does not, In my opin- 
ion, delegate any power ot umendment 
to tho leglslntute. 
The sections which 
give 
the legislature 
power to amend 
existing laws lefur to the old Hawai- 
ian statutes and not to any portions of 
the organic Act. 
"Wo nie without a valid cotmty act 
now 
nnd the 
situation 
dlffeis

what it was before tho decision 
of the 
Supieme Couit. 
Congress 
would not 
now 
be rntlfylng

Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives, as nn 
"officer," 
for destrojlng 
public documents. 
R. 
W, 
Breckons, 
District Attorney, 
appeared for the United States, and C. 
W. Ashford for the defendant. 
The 
de- 
murrer 
was based on the grounds 
(1 
that It did not appear In the indictment 
that tho defendant 
was 
an officer 
of 
the United States, or an officer at all 
within the intent of the statute under 
which 
It was brought; 
and 
(2), 
that 
it did not appear that the vouchers, of 
House 
expenditures 
mentioned 
In th" 
Indictment 
were 
such 
documents 
or 
papers as 
were 
contemplated 
In the 
statutes 
In question or any other stat- 
ute of the United States. 
The 
decision 
says 
tho 
case 
turns 
mainly 
upon 
the construction 
of the 
word "officer" in Sec. 540S of tho Revis- 
ed Statutes.

The last quotation 
placed 960 centrifugals 
at 
3.36 
a sudden 
drop from 
3.50 and 
there is still a great deal of uncertainty 
in the market. 
A well known broker said 
yesterday, 
that the low price of raws could 
not be attributed to the 
fact 
that 
Hawaii 
is beginning 
to market her crop, although 
the annual 
recurrence 
of low 
prices does generally 
fall about the same time that the local crop is being milled. 
The immense sugar crop in Cuba, and the large quantities 
stored in Cuban 
ware- 
houses, 
in anticipation 
of the 
reciprocity 
treaty, 
are given 
as reasons 
for the 
present 
low quotations. 
It 
is 
pointed 
out that the 
Cubans 
are 
compelled 
to 
realize on the sugar they have held for 
so long a time, and that the throwing 
of 
these great quantities 
of sugar on the market, 
naturally 
lowers the price, of which 
the trust is quick 
to take 
advantage. 
Willet 
& Grays' 
weekly 
sugar 
circular 
predicts 
the closing 
of beet sugar factories 
in Europe, 
particularly France, 
and 
a probably 
much decreased planting 
area in the year to come. 
The present

price of sugar 
is considered 
a good thing for local planters 
on this account,

morning.

to the Supreme 
Court decision the county never legally 
existed 
nnd 
the 
funeral 
ceremonies 
were 
altogether 
unnecessary. 
Hut 
for a little matter ot salaries for which 
the Homo 
Itule 
members 
seemed 
Urn 
most anxious, the last rites over the 
remains of the County 
of Oahu 
would 
have been 
less sad and more 
expedi- 
tious. 
Both Lucas and Kealoha 
were absent 
from yesterday's meeting when Chair- 
man Hocking called for order for the 
last 
time. 
After 
the reading 
of the 
minutes, Supervisor Gtlman moved that 
the bonds of the county ofllcials be re- 
turned to them. 
He said he hnd been 
informed by one of the trust companies 
that no premiums would be exacted Jf 
this was done. 
The clerk was instruct- 
ed to return the bonds 
to the various 
olrlcers, by unanimous vote. 
Supervisor 
Mahoe 
asked about 
the 
decree, nnd said he had received no no- 
tice of it from the supreme Court. 
Ho 
was informed that sufficient notice had 
already been received. 
Supervisor Oilman called for a speech 
from 
the chair, but Mr. Hocking 
de- 
murred and said it was a case 
where 
the least said the better. 
Mr. Gilmnn 
congratulated the members 
of the board 
on the harmony with which they had 
acted, and said that 
the 
only 
differ- 
ences had been those of a political na 
ture. 
Chairman 
Hocking 
suggested 
that 
the board should take some action 
to- 
wards securing 
compensation 
for the 
county ofllcials, 
and 
Gilmnn 
moved 
that the clerk make up a list of claims 
against 
the county for 
services 
per- 
formed by offlelals and employes 
since 
January 4th, the claim to be submitted 
to the legislature 
in the form of an 
Indemnity bill. 
The 
actual 
period 
In 
which work was performed 
Is the basis 
for the claim. 
Mahoe 
contended 
that 
the Supervisors should

entire month of January since they had 
met the first time according to law, 
nnd held eight other meetings besides.

of the Legislature in order

of the territorial 
Leg- 
islature, the clerk was made 
responsi- 
ble for all the records of the House, 
and was required to draw such drafts 
on the Treasury 
for expenses 
of the 
session as should 
be authorized by the 
House and approved by the committee 
on accounts, 
to pay all such 
bills and 
accounts as should 
be approved by the 
committee on accounts or ordered by 
the House, 
and to employ 
such 
type-

tions and provisions

Roosevelt 
will 
be nominated by the 
Republicans but nevertheless there arc 
discussions 
In 
many States 
as 
to 
whether delegates 
shall be actually 
In- 
structed. 
Some States have been 
In 
the hnblt of instructing, while others, 
by long established custom, 
have not, 
although the delegates might be fully 
cvvnre 
of public 
sentiment and 
obey 
that Just as unerringly as tfiough they 
were bound hand and foot as to voting. 
In the tlrst place it Is well to remem- 
ber that the national convention this 
year will be the largest of each party 
ever jet held. 
Each convention will 
have about 100 delegates and as many 
alternates 
more than it had four, years 
ago. 
Take the Republican convention, 
for example. 
It will comprise 
two 
every Senator, 
or four dele- 
gates at large from every State, and 
two delegates from each Congressional 
district. 
There are 
90 Senators and 
380 members 
of the House, where under 
tho old apportionment there were only 
357 
members. 
That 
makes 
the total 
of Congress 
476, which 
is the number 
of votes now in the electoral college. 
Multiply this by two nnd one has 
032, 
which will be the number of delegates 
In 
the Republican 
convention, 
minus 
the delegates from the Territories and 
the District 
of 
Columbia. 
The 
Re- 
publicans allow the District of Colum- 
bia two delegates; the Democrats 
al- 
low the District of Columbia 
six; 
dele- 
gates. 
Both parties 
allow 
the three 
Territories 
In the Southwest six votes 
each. 
There 
are 
varying 
arrange- 
ments about Alaska nnd Hawaii. 
Therefore 
If one wants to form an 
Idea ot what a big gathering either ot 
the national conventions 
will be, he has 
only to Imagine what

the House of Representatives would be

and then multiply

It makes a tremendous 
body. 
A Speaker with difficulty

Involve the holding of hundreds of pre- 
liminary conventions nnd an expense

Each State must hold a State conven- 
tion to nomlnnto the delegates at large, 
who number four, except In States that 
have only one member of the House or 
where there has never been a district- 
ing 
for 
members, 
ns 
In Washington 
State or North Dakotn. 
In the next 
conventions 
Washington 
State 
will 
have the greatest number of delegates 
at large 
ten In all 
foi the State has 
three members of the 
House 
elected 
nt laige. 
But inut of tho States have 
only four delegates at large, wheieas 
there must bo a convention in each of 
tlie Congressional 
districts. 
Accnulingly 
Maine, 
with four 
mem- 
bers ot Congiess, 
will hold live conven- 
tions to complete 
Its delegation 
to the 
next 
Republican 
convention.

the Senate now 
comprises quite n number of aged men, 
who have grown tired of going to con- 
ventions 
and grooming candidates for 
the 
presidency, 
It 
is a haid 
week's 
work, with all the stress nnd hurrah for 
which 
national conventions aro char- 
acterised. 
Therefore these older Sena- 
tors are entirely 
content 
that tome 
younger 
men should 
go. 
States have different notions about 
honoring 
Senators 
and 
members 
of 
Congress as delegates. 
Among some it 
Is regarded that the Senators and mem- 
bers have 
been 
sufficiently 
honored 
with the Congressional 
offices and that 


,'.ie extra 
honors 
should 
go to others 
K'ho have borne the hent nnd the bur 
len of the day. 
In other states 
Sena- 
tors nnd members 
compete actively for 
t omlnatlon ns delegates, especially ns 
delegates nt large. 
Probably tho average expenses of 
ev-j- ry 
delegato 
to the national 
conven- 
tions will be J150. 
It will tnke the best 
part of a week'" time for each conven- 
tion. 
Thus it will be seen that 
hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars will be 
spent In defraying the expenses 
of the 
formalities that 
lead up to the selec- 
tion 
of candidates. 
Never in nil

tory wns there anything approaching It 
In magnitude nnd far reaching impor- 
tance.

Work has already commenced 
on tho 
extension of the Sorenson 
& Old 
rish-mark- 
et 
wharves. 
They will be extend- 
ed to nccord with a line drawn In 
ex- 
tension of the new 
Inter-Islan- d 
wharf. 
Brewer's wharf Is also to be Improved 
In the same 
way. 
When this work 
Is 
completed, 
tho harbor will be dredged 
along these 
wharves, until the entire 
"Basin" between the Oceanic, 
Rnllroad, 
Hackfeld, Sorenson, 
Inter-Islan- d, 
Old 
Fishmnrket 
nnd Brewer wharves hns 
attained a uniform depth of 
thirty-tw- o 
feet. 
When this is done 
tho Ewa end of 
the harbor can accommodate the larg-

One 
type 
occurs 
near 
sca-lcv-

valuable 
on account 
of the timber and 
other 
products 
which 
it 
yields. 
The 
other 
type 
is 
found ,011 
the 
mountain 
slopes at elevations of l.ooo to 8,000 feet, 
where there is a rainfall of 50 to 200 or 
more inches ncr year. 
It has little com- 
mercial but high protective value. 
In no 
case do the two 
forests 
intermingle 
or 
meet. 
THE 
ALGAROBA 
FOREST. 
The 
forest 
which 
occurs 
near 
sca-lcv- el 
consists 
of 
a single 
species, and 
this introduced. 
It 
is the Mcsquitc 
of 
the 
Southwestern 
Plains 
and 
is called 
Algaroba 
(Prosopis juliflora.) 
'I he first Algaroba 
tree 
sprang 
from 
a seed planted 
in 1837 by Father 
Bache-lo- t, 
founder of the Roman Catholic 
mis- 
sion. 
This tree, which is the progenitor 
of forests of fully 50,000 acres in extent, 
yet stands 
in thrifty condition 
in Hono- 
lulu. 
It is about 2 feet in diameter and 
50 feet tall. 
On the Island 
of Oalm the Algaroba 
forest, covering 
about 
20,000 acres, 
ex- 
tends in a narrow but almost continuous 
belt from the southeastern 
point, 
along 
the south and west coasts, which arc pro- 
tected by the trade winds to the north- 
western 
point. 
On the other 
islands 
it 
occupies 
the 
same 
relative 
position, 
reaching up the low, dry slopes for 
sev- 
eral hundred 
feet, 
often 
on ground 
so 
stony and sterile as to be utterly 
waste 
for other purposes. 
Everywhere 
t 
is 
an aggressive 
forest and 
is fast gaining 
ground. 
In Hawaii 
the species grows in much 
denser 
stand, 
and 
both 
taller 
and 
straighter 
than 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Where 
fully 
established 
it 
shades

ground so thoroughly 
as to keep out all 
competitors.

high fuel value and when used as fence

It docs so 
through 
its singular habit 
of germinat- 
ing on the trunks of standing or fallen 
trees, 
and 
especially 
on 
the 
fibrous 
trunks 
of the tree fern, which is admi- 
rably suited 
to its needs. 
Only in these 
places can 
it get 
the light ,it requires. 
As soon as it germinates 
it sends several 
roots 
down 
to 
the 
ground, 
sometimes 
through 
as 
much 
as 
30 
feet of space. 
When 
the host 
decays 
the tree 
is left 
standing on its several roots, 
as before 
described. 
The 
natives 
have 
an adage 
that the Amau (tree fern) 
is the mother 
of the Lchua. 
On the drier mountain 
slopes the Lchua in some districts relin- 
quishes 
its predominant 
place 
to other 
spesies, such as the Naio, Kolea, Kopiko, 
Koaia, and Koa. 
Koa 
(Acacia 
koa), besides 
occurring 
in 
mixture 
with 
Lchua, 
forms 
pure 
stands 
over 
several 
extensive 
tracts in 
Hawaii 
and 
Maui. 
This is usually 
a 
spreading 
tree 
with short trunk, 
occur-riii- c 
in 
somewhat 
scattering 
stands. 
.Sometimes 
it 
reaches 
a diameter 
of 
S 
lect and a height ot 75 lect. 
it gener- 
ally 
has 
the characteristic fern 
under- 
growth. 
Koa is the one fairly abundant 
tree of the Hawaiian 
forests which Ins 
anv 
economic 
value. 
It 
Is 
a 
highly 
prized 
cabinet 
wood, 
has been so used 
in me lsiauus. 
ami cxpnricu 
in 
iiium-- 
quantities. 
. Considerable 
quantities 
of 
mature Koa 
yet 
remain 
in the Island 
ot Hawaii, 
Kukui 
(Alurics moluccana), 
a 
hand- 
some 
tree 
with 
large 
silvery 
leaves 
pointed 
like our 
California 
Sycamore, 
characterizes 
the 
bottoms 
and sides of 
gulches and streams 
to a height of 2,000 
feet. 
It bears 
an oily nut 
which 
the 
natives 
in pldcn times used for illumina- 
tion. 
It has no commercial 
value 
now. 
Mhmanc (Sophora chrysophylla) 
is' tho 
tree of the 'high mountains and a useful 
post 
timber. 
'On the 
sides of Mauna 
Kca, at elevations 
ot 0,000 to 
,ooo tect, 
it is rapidly'extcnding and seems to sut 
ler no injury trom 
heavy grazing. 
IMPORTANCE 
OF HAWAIIAN 
FORESTS. 
It can not be claimed that these 
for- 
gets 
i.nvi. 
prc.1t rnnimorrinl 
v.ilne. 
But 
for protecting the mountain 
slopes, 
for 
gathering 
and distributing a itselui 
sup- 
ply of water for irrigating purposes, they 
have 
a value 
which, 
in the opinion of 
many, 
is difficult to overstate. 
They lie directly 
above the cancficjds, 
in many places cover stcen. even precipi 
tous 
slopes, 
receive 
from so to 
200 or 
more inches ot raiutall 
per year, and are 
of such character as to hold in suspen- 
sion a tremendous 
quantity 'of water. 
The land 
which 
depends 
upon 
them 
for a regular supply of water produces, 
in sugar 
and 
rice, 
crops 
bf 
immense 
value. 
In 1902 the surar exported ,froni 
the 
islands 
amounted 
to 
$23,922,300, 
nearly, 07 per cent of the total 
exports. 
Sugar is the sustaining 
crop 
of-- the 
is- 
lands. 
, Oilier industries 
flourish largely 
because flic sugar industry 
exists. 
Larce tracts suitable to sugar cane lie 
out 
of 
use 
because 
there 
js no 
water 
supply for them. 
Many of the lands 
already producing 
sugar 
would be more productive 
with a 
more 
abundant 
and 
regular 
water 
sup- 
ply. 
In so far as 
water-shed- s 
have 
been 
denuded, 
the results 
have 
been 
disas- 
trous 
and 
quickly 
felt 
in the 
way of 
dwindling 
water 
supply 
and 
decreased 
productiveness 
of the land. 
Among the people who have watched 
conditions 
most 
closely 
in Hawaii the 


. opinion 
has 
gained 
general 
acceptance 
that the forest has a direct influence in 
j increasing 
the rainfall 
in certain 
locaji-- 1 
tics, and indeed It is a fact that the cvi-- J 
deuce 
for 
this conclusion 
is most 
g. 
Moreover, 
it 
seems 
possible 
to demonstrate 
the fact of this influence 
by measurement 
tfRAPID DECREASE IN FOREST 
tAREA. 
It is said thatthc islands were heavily 
wooded one hundred 
years ago. 
Cattle 
Had been 
introduced 
late 
in 
the eig- 
hteenth 
century "and 
were 
allowed 
to 
run 
wild 
without 
' 
molestation, 
as their 
slaughter 
was 
prohibited. 
By 
1815 
they had increased 
to such great num- 
bers 'as to be a menace 
to the 
forest, 
and 
they 
have 
continued 
so 
till 
the 
present time. 
The, character of the 
forest 
makes 
it 
peculiarly 
susceptible 
to 
injury 
by 
stock. 
The tender, 
succulent 
under- 
growth 
is 
easily 
trampled 
down, 
and 
much of it, notably 
somc of the 
ferns, 


ic-i- c, 
and banana, 
is excellent 
food 
for 
cattle. 
Yet this undergrowth 
is a vital 
part of the forest: 
without it the ground 
dries 
quickly, and 
the 
shallow-roote- 
d 
trees 
soon 
dicr 
The 
normal 
Hawaiian 
forests arc as delicate 
as, the plant life 
in our greenhouses, 
and 
it is not to be 
wondered 
at that cattle 
easily 
destroy 
them. 
Cattle have not 
gone through 
all the 
forests. 
Some 
were 
inaccessible, 
some 
too impenetrable 
for them to enter far 
at a tune, 
i hey have 
worked 
around 
the edges, 
and 
year 
by year 
have 
en- 
tered 
further, until 
in 
many 
instances 
they have gone thrduch the entire forest. 
Following 
the 
attacks 
of cattle 
have 
come other agents 
of destruction. 
In- 
jurious insects have frequently 
appeared 
in numbers 
sufficient 
to 
deaden 
thou- 
sands of acres at a time. 
Koa, the most 
valuable 
tree 
in 
the 
islands., 
has 
up- 
ward of a dozen insect 
enemies, 
which 
threaten 
its utter extinction. 
On 
many 
thousand 
acres 
of 
forest 
land opened 
up by cattle 
rank-growi- 
grasses 
have come in and rendered 
con- 
ditions 
prohibitive 
of 
forest 
reproduc 
tion. 
Cutting and fire have also greatly 
reduced 
the forest area. 
Goats were introduced 
into the islands 
many years ago, and have been particu- 
larly active agents of destruction. 
Wild 
pigs, 
the 
progeny 
of stock 
introduced 
years 
ago, have done some damage 
on 
all the islands. 
Deer, 
brought Jo 
Mo-lok- ai 
in the 
early 
sixties, 
have 
added 
their efforts in the destructive 
work. 
With so many 
forces 
working 
its 
devastation, 
how 
could 
the 
delicate 
Hawaiian 
forests 
do 
else than 
recede 
rapidly 
year 
after 
year? 
They 
have 
already 
been destroyed 
on many 
thou 
sand 
acres 
which 
should 
never 
have 
been 
denuded, 
and 
arc 
failing 
now as 
fast, no doubt, 
as at any time 
in the 
past. 
The problem 
which 
confronts 
Hawaii 
is to 
find means of protecting 
the forests 
which remain 
and of restor- 
ing them 
in localities 
where their ab' 
sence 
will hinder 
the 
development 
"of 
the country. 
WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 
Nothing less will be effective toward 
this 
end than a carefully 
worked 
out 
system of forest 
reserves 
which will 
in- 
clude practically 
all the mountain 
for 
ests 
on 
the 
five 
important 
islands, 
as 
well as some potential 
forest land which 
has been denuded. 
This 
should be the 
first step taken, and should be taken as 
quickly 
as 
possible. 
The 
Hawaiian 
land system is such that each of the re 
serves 
will have to be made, a section 
at a time, by the territorial government 
exchanging 
with 
individuals, 
wherever 
necessary, 
both leasehold 
and 
le 
lands 
for the portions 
it desires to pro 
tect as 
forest. 
I he territory owns 
!, 
700,000 
acres, 
of which 
the 
forest 
re 
serves 
when 
completed 
should probably 
include 
700.000 
acres. 
As soon as the reserves are formed all 
cattle 
should 
be 
driven 
out, 
and 
the 
portions 
which 
are accessible 
to cattle 
should 
be 
fenced. 
Those 
wild 
cattle 
which 
cannot 
be 
driven 
out 
and 
the 
wild goats should be shot. 
An effective 
ranner service 
should 
then be put into 
operation 
to keep stock and fire out of 
the forest. 
With the reserves 
well 
protected, 
the 
forest will replace itself on many of the 
damaged 
areas, 
as 
reproduction 
under 
some 
conditions 
takes 
place 
rapidly. 
Where it will not replace 
itself, 
plant-in- o 
will be necessary, 
and can be done 
with 
direct 
profit to the islands, 
too, if 
commercially 
valuable 
species arc made 
use of and arc planted in the right situ 
at ions. 
It will be a fine problem for a forester 
to determine 
what some of the valuable 
temperate 
zone trees like the Redwood 
and Red Fir will do under the promis- 
ing 
conditions 
which 
prevail 
on 
the 
high slopes. 
PROPOSED FOREST SERVICE. 
The people of Hawaii 
are fully alert 
to the impending 
danger 
to the islands 
from the decadence of the torests. 
Last 
spring 
the legislature 
passed a bill pro 
viding 
for an efficient 
forest service, 
to 
4c under the charge of a superintendent 
of forestry 
and directed 
by a board 
of 
agriculture and 
forestry. 
A system 
of 
forest reserves 
which arc to be protected 
by 
fences 
and 
patrolled 
by rangers 
is 
provided 
for, as also is the maintenance 
of nurscriesand 
the necessary 
planting. 
An 
appropriation 
of 
$28,000 
per, year 
has been made to carry the work 
into 
effect. 
v 
The ncrsounel 
of the board 
is all that 
could 
be 
desired. 
It 
is 
composed 
of 
business 
men, 
who have already taken 
time, 
and are willing 
to take 
time 
in 
the future, 
to give the needs of forestry 
the most careful 
attention, 
and who are 
thoroughly capable 
to 
undertake 
the 
responsible 
work before them. 
The Bureau 
of Forestry will stand 
in 
an 
advisory 
position 
with 
the 
board, 
and at its request has provided 
a trained 
forester for the position of superintend- 
ent of forestry. 
" A 
more 
responsible 
and 
attractive 
field than this 
has not been opened 
in 
American 
forest 
work. 
The immense 
importance 
of the 
forests, 
their quick 
response 
to 
improved 
treatment, 
the 
great opportunity to enhance 
the value 
of the forest by the introduction of val- 
uable timber trees, the perfectly 
definite 
work to be" carried out in the formation 
of the reserve 
system, 
and 
the 
moral 
and financial support 
which are assured 
to the 
forester 
who handles 
the 
work 
well make the field an exceedingly 
good 
one.

county government In East Hawaii was 
not as peaceable as the first. 
A stormy 
session 
marked the close 
of the pro- 
ceedings. 
Serrao Hall was to have been county 
headquarters 
but all this 
Is changed 
now. 
The new sheriff Bent In a list 
of appointments said to be the largest 
ever before aske'd 
on 
the Island 
of 
Hawaii, 
Keolanut 
wanted three depu- 
ties for Hllo, but was cut down to one. 
Messrs. 
Peck and 
Andrews, 
trus- 
tees of the Hllo Hospital, asked for a 
detail of prisoners to work on the hos- 
pital grounds and the 
request 
was 
granted, the gang to continue at that 
work until February 
1. 
I 
D. Brown 
was 
recommended 
as luna and after 
considerable talk, 
In 
which 
Keolanut 
showed 
opposition', 
tho 
recommenda- 
tion 
was approved. 
Another 
squad 
was put to work clearing rubbish from 
the park site. 
Makekau's 
economical 
Btreak 
took 
the form of a motion that an appro- 
priation of 
$252 be made for the pur- 
pose of providing supervisors with tele- 
phones. 
Mr. Desha fought the meas- 
ure, but lost. 
Mr. Makekau argued 
that there may be special meetings of 
the supervisors and without telephones 
It w!ould be Impossible 
to get the coun- 
try members together. 
Mr. Desha ask- 
ed If the territory furnished telephones 
to the members 
of the legislature when 
Makekau was in that body? 
JNo 
an-w- 
er 
was made 
to this. 
Another matter of moment was the 
appointment 
,of 'a county physician. 
The board of health having discontin- 
ued the service it was thought advisa- 
ble 'for the supervisors to appoint some 
one 
In accordance with the provisions 
of the County Act. 
Dr. 
Milton 
nice 
was the favorite 
and 
he presented a 
petition to one of the board. 
But this 
wns not acted upon and Makekau call- 
ed on the doctor last Friday and asked 
why he' .had liot handed one in. 
The 
doctor told him he had done so and to 
whom he hod given 
It. 
"Make out an- 
other and hand 
It to me and I will 
attend to It," said Makekau. 
This was 
complied with and on Saturday he read 
the application 
In open meeting. 
On 
Monday 
the matter was brought 
up 
in the form 
of a resolution, appllca- -' 
tlons from Dr. Stow and Dr. Holland 
having been received. 
The matter was 
then referred 
to a committee of the 
whole 
house. 
At this meeting 
Make- 
kau declared In favor of accepting the 
offers of the three government physi- 
cians to act fiee until 
some 
definite 
instructions 
had 
been' received 
from 
the board and after a long nnd tumul- 
tuous discussion 
the resolution carried. 
Until action Is taken by the Board of 
Heult' 
Dr. StoWwlll be county physi- 
cian in 
chief, 
Dr. 
Curtis 
will act 
In 
Olnn, and Dr. Greenfield 
in Hamakun. 
A labor union petition was 
received 
regaidlng labor on the Hllo Railway, 
which 
was 
considered 
a private 
mat- 
ter. 
The close of the session ot the board 
on Tuesday night wns rather 
stormy 
and the 
services 
of the 
sergeant-at-nrm- 
s 
were 
required 
to suppress 
Mr. 
Desha who had been ruled out of 
or- 
der. 
The 
difficulty 
arose over 
the 
ques- 
tion of commissions 
to the deputy col- 
lectors 
of taxes. 
The commission 
paid 
to 
the deputy 
in Puna 
was 
five per 
cent up to six months ago.. 
Then 
It 
was reduced 
to 4 
1- -2 
per cent because 
the advent, of the plantation there 
In- 
creased the taxes and also the amount 
of 
fees 
to the collector. 
Mr. Desha 
wauted It reduced to 
4 per cent 
ns 
that would bring the collector a good 
leturn. 
It was settled at the former 
rate. 
For Hllo It was practically 
set- 
tled In committee that the chief 
depu- 
ty should receive one 
nnd 
one half 
per cent and the second deputy one per 
cent. 
Mr. Desha says a report to that 
effect wns made out but when present- 
ed to him the rate for the chief had 
been

Mr. Desha

sergeant-at-arm-

was told 
to force him down. Simona wnlked over 
to the supervisor but did not put his 
hands on him. 
Ho requested htm as 
a Christian to sit down but the words

Desha then told him that 
It was 
for 
tunate for him that he had not put his 
hands on him. 
Desha's nrgument was that the coun- 
ty was without funds and It was the 
duty of the supervisors 
to economize 
wherever possible.

This caused another 
dis- 
cussion' and it was fixed at

pt r 
month. 
Puna was settled at 1(5. 
Commission 
to deputy tax assessor 
Hamakua was another source of trou 
ble. 
Uakekau favored 
1 
3 
per cent , 
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and Desha wanted it at 4 per cent and 
showed that the Income would be great- 
er than that 
of the tax assessor. 
A 
war of words followed but It was set- 
tled nt 
4 per cent. 
, 
A total list 
of 
appropriations 
to 
$72,723 
was made up. 
The appropriation bill shows material 
reductions throughout. 
Mounted 
pat- 
rolmen 
who 
received 
J90 per month 
during 
tho past 
six months 
will 
get 
$60 per month In future and they must 
furnish 
their 
own 
animals. 
Foot 
policemen 
will get $45 a month In Hllo 
and 
$40 
In the outer districts 
wherrt 
the men must furnish horses. 
The 
expenses 
of the Circuit Court 
were cut materially; 
$2000 was asked 
for each term of court but the board 
would not allow so much. 
One peculiar Item 
Is that for Jailers. 
In Hamakua, where there 
Is a 
good-siz- 
ed 
Jail, and where a term of court 
is 
held 
annually, 
the jailer 
receive 
$33 per month, while at Honomu, 
nn V 
unimportant 
position, 
the salary 
Is 
$50 
per month. 
It Is said that Makekau 
has 
no love 
for the Hamakua 
man 
while the Honomu 
man Is a personal 
friend of his.
